KANSAS POPULISTS HOLD A CAUCUS 


And Decide to Run One of Their Own 
Party ‘or the Senate—A Dealin Wy- 
omiug-Other Political News. 


Helena, Mont., Jamuary 9.—Within the 
past twenty-four hours three populists in 
the legi.lature have received instructions 
from the leaders of the party, presumably 
from Washington, not to vote for a demo- 
crat for United States senator under any 
circumstances. It is also stated that the 
populists in Wyoming and California have 
received the same instructions, with the 
view of preventing the democrats from se- 
curing an absolute majority in the scnate. 
By holding out, the populists hope to get 
into a position to force the democrats into 
promising some radical legislation on sil- 
ver. It is known that two of the Montana 
populists intead to obey the request which 
has come from the east, but the third, 
Beecher, has made no promises, and ke- 
cause he is in a position to elect a democret 
a great deal of worry is felt as to his atti- 
tude. He walked out of the house with the 
democrats last Tuesday and has more than 
once said that he would vote for a demo- 
crat for senator. 

The republicars are hard at work trying 
to get him to promise to be neutral at least 
for the first few ballots, but he keeps his 
own counsel. 


ORDWAY WILL NOT RUN 


And the Friends of Casey Are Rejoicing—The 
North Dakota Senatorship. 


Bismarck, N. D., January 9.—A private 
dispatch from Washingtoa announces that 
ex-Governor Ordway has concluded not to 
make a fight for the senatorship. One of 
his friends in the legislature made a can- 
vass and discoverei that he could not se 
cure more than six votes, and that the mes- 
sage from Bismarck would be wholly use- 
less. Smith, of Fargo, has also gone home, 
but ‘it is announced that he will return 
Monday.The friends of Casey are jubi- 
lant, and announce that they have twenty- 
five votes pledged, and that the senator 
will certainly be nominated in the cau- 
cus. 

It is not believed, however, that there 
will be any caucus. Only the supporters of 
Casey want a caucus. 


WILL STICK TO A THIRD, PARTY MAN. 


Kansas Populists Hold a Caucus and Make a 
Decision. 

Topeka, Kas., January 9.—The populist 
leaders, at a caucus held last night, decid- 
ed that the populist support in the contest 
for senator should be given to “a middle- 
of-the-road” third party man, and that 
Judge John Martin was not an available 
candidate. Martin has been looked upon 
heretofore as a possible fusion candidate, 
he having been responsible for effecting a 
fusion between the populists and democrats. 
The democrats are very much put out over 
the action of the populists’ caucus, and the 
chances are that the five members of the 
legislature, who held the balance of power, 
will stand firm for a compromise candi- 
date. 


WARM IN WYOMING. 


Talk of a Deal Between the Popalists and 
Republicans. 


Cheyenne, Wy., January 9.—The political 
pot is beginning to boil most vigorously. 
A deal is being talked of between the popu- 
lists and republicans to elect DeForrest 
Richard, a republican, to tlie senate. An- 
other combination claimed to have been 
made is that of the republicans and some 
democrats and populists favoring G.. W. 
Baxter, democrat. 

Corn, of Evanston, has a small boom, 
as have Holliday, of Loraine, and Bock, 
Cadendall appears to do most of the work, 
and people who kuow his ability as a pol- 
itician put much confidence in him.

During his exile on the 
lonely prairies of Dakota Rev Mr. Mc- 
Gann preached in this city and in Madison 
and other places to large audiences, al- 
though nothing was known of his desire to 
get a divorce. 

Finally his “time” was “done” and suit 
begun. By some means Mrs. ann 
received news of her ecclesiastical » hus- 
band’s intention, and to frustrate his de- 
sire she secured attorneys to defend her. 

Her husband, in his complaint, charged 
her with too great intimacy with Dr. 
Templeton, of Glover, Vt. In 
a short time Mrs. McGann’s 
attorneys applied for a hearing on 
motion for alimony and then the reverend 
plaintiff began to show the white feather. 
The day set for hearing finally came around 
and his attorney informed the presiding 
judge that its postponement was abso- 
lutely necessary, as he could not find hide 
nor hair of his client.

her reverend husband evidently feared.

Another significant feature of the meet- 
ing was that a motion by Cox, of 
Tennessee, to carry out the state bank 
plank in the Chicago platform was defeat- 
ed by 11 to L en the committee took 
up the bill Saturday Mr, Cox, of Tennes- 
see, offered as a substitute for the entire 
bill, a bill to repeal the Sherman act, pro- 
vided that the bpllion now in the treasury 
be coined into Silver dollars and carried 
into the treasury as coin assets and 
that the-legal tender quality of notes is- 
sued in the purchase of bullion be preserv- 
ed; that the Bland-Allison act, of 1878, be 
revived and restored, and that the tax of 
10 per cent on state bank circulation be 
repealed. 

en the committee met today Mr. Cox 
withdrew the substitute and offered an 
amendment repealing the tax on state bank 
circulation, as an independent section of 
the bill. This was voted down by 11 to 1. 
He then offered an amendment that circu- 
lation to the extent of the par value of 
bonds be deposited by banks, be issued to 
such institutions; that the tax cn circula- 
tion be repealed, and that the law requir- 
ing 5 per cent. reserve also be repealed, so 
that bonds would receive their circulation 
clear of any expense, and that when so re 
ceived, interest on bonds deposited to se- 
cure such circulation, to the extent of cir- 
culation, shall cease, while the same is be- 
ing used by banks. This was defeated. 

Townsend, of Colorado, offered the Stew- 
art free coinage bill.

And Is Not Safe from the 
Officers. 


BILL HORTON, THE BRIDGE BURNER, 


Is One of the Most Desperate 
Criminals in the State—How 


He Escaped. 


—_ 


Bill Horton, the man who escaped from 
the Dade Coal mines Thursday night, was 
in Atlanta Saturday night, and may be 
jurking in the vicinity yet. 

Horton is one of the most desperate and 
reckless convicts the world ever produced. 

He is by no means one of the largest and 
most powerful men who have worn the 
convict garb, but he is beyond all doubt 
one of the most desperate, fearless men who 
ever breathed. Not over five feet six inch- 
es, Horton carries in his every step an mo- 
tion the evidence of agility and activity, 
and the man who tackles him will get the 
worst of it unless he is mighty quick in- 
deed. But it is not the escaped convict’s 
quickness which makes the man 80 much to 
be feared. He has lead a wild, reckless 
life and is not afraid of anything on top 
side of earth. 

Horton was raised near Sandersville, in 
Washington county, and every minute of 
his life was passed in the open air, almost. 
He was not given to hard work and with a 
gun on his shoulder and a big knife in his 
pocket he was always ready for any game 
he met, whether it was man or beast. Hor- 
ton early in life went wrong, and was never 
so happy as when he was causing some 
trouble. His mind ran upon things that 
caused others to-suffer, and almost in his in- 
fancy he was found punishing the young 
megroes on his father’s pligatation. In 
this he went so far, it is said, that while 
he was yet a mere child, he whipped to 
death one of the negro boys of about his 
oWn age. Horton was not a great favor- 
ite among those with whom he associated, 
because they were afraid of him. ie was 
tricky and treacherous and not even those 
in Whose veins ran his own blood were wil- 


ling to trust him. ; 

When Horton was arrested for the bridge 
burning on the Central a year ago no one 
was surprised ana yet no one was willing to 
come forward and testify against him. Tuey 
were “All afraid that he might come clear 
and kill for.an even up. Horton through his 
jail life was one of the most restless pris- 
oners Sheriff Wall, of Washington county, 
ever had, and it was more than once that 
he caused trouble for the jailer and his 
household. 

After Horton’s conviction the people of 
Saudersville and the country about it breath- 
ed freer. They all felt that life was worth 
more than ever before, and it was then that 
they began telling the stories of the convict’s 
life that they were afraid before to men- 
tion. Many of the man’s misdeeds were 
brought out and discussed. Home affairs 
became public talk, and then the people of 
the county learned of the manner in which 
he had treated his wife, who was the widow 
of his own uncle when he married her. Hor- 
tou was taken to the chaingang immediately 
after he was sentenced and was there when 
his brother's trial came on. He was takeu 
from the coai mines back to Sandersville to 
testify in his brother’s trial, who ®was 
charged with being a party to the bridge 
burning. Every one thought that Horton 
would manage to make his escape during his 
temporary absenc.. from the chaingang and 
were not surprised when he made the des- 
a tn attempt to overpower Sheriff Wall 

efore he was taken back to the mines. 
Horton when put on the stand to testify for 
his brother swore that he, aided by others, 
had done the work, and that his brother 
Fred, who was on trial had had nothing to 
do with it. Horton then gave the names 
of two of the most prominent men in that 
section of state as the parties who had as- 
sisted in the work. No one believed what 
Horton said, and the two gentlemen whose 
names he called were not even arrested. 

Yuen bill ttorton went on the stand 
he probably didn’t know that his brother 
I'red, who was being tried, had made a 
full confession of the entire matter to 
Judge J. K. Hines, and in doing so had 
asked that he be tried for an offense less 
than that of arson. Had Judge Hines, 
when he refused to accept the plea of guilty 
to the lighter offense Fred Horton desired, 
used the information he had received in 
Horton’s confession the second one of the 
bridge burners could have been hung. 

As the two Hortons were being carried 
to the coal mines, the one on ‘his return 
and the other for the first time, they were 
confined in the police headquarters for a 
nigut and there they both told their stories 
and swore they would have revenge upon 
those who had testified against them. Bil] 
Horton was the most abusive of the two 
and remarked: 

“I’m in now, but I'll get out before this 
sentence expires and then I’ll even. up with 
those who have sworn against me. See if 
I don’t.” 

Horton went to work with a will when he 
was first placed in the coal mines and in a 
short time those who were over him came 
to the conclusion that he was going to make 
a tractable convict and that he had given 
up all ideas of insurrection. But Horton 
was smarter than his guards, and all the 
time was laying for the chance. It now 
seems that he was in the same squad with 
Lantisberg, Landsdown and Delk, and that 
he was the member of the gang who pro- 
posed the escape and worked out the plan. 

Horton has friends in Atlanta, and it is 
said that he and one of the convicts who 
got away with him came here Saturday 
night, and that they were then assisted 
away. Just which way they went there is 
no telling, but the people of Sandersville 
will sleep much sounder when they know 
that he is either out of the country or back 
in the state penitentiary. 

Horton is a bad man and those who 
, sated him’ will not be apt to chase him 

own.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


A storm of large dimensions, with a barom- 
etric reaching near its center last evening 
of only 29.24 inches at Buffalo, is now passing 
off the New England coast. Though a consid- 
erable amount of precipitation might generally 
be expected near the centre of a storm of this 
intensity as yet, in this instance only light 
snowfalis have been reported in the cities of 
New York, Buffalo and Baltimore. Stormy 
weather will probably continue along the north 
Atlantic coast during the next twelve hours, 
and, with the high winds, and the falling snow 
combined wiil make one of those much dread- 
ed snowstorms, both disagreeable and danger- 
ous to shipping. 

In all western and southern sections, of the 
country the weather has been fair, but for 
occasional flurries of snow at widely scattered 
points. 

Temperatures yesterday were warmer in the 
extreme east and west portions of the country 
than in the interior, owing to the high atmos- 

heric pressure in the latter portion and the 
ow pressures in the others. It is generally no- 
ticeable after a storm that the weather turns 
colder, such is the case in the Mississippi val- 
ley at present. A high barometric area with 
its attendant cold weather has, as usual, fol- 
lowed closely in the rear of the storm now 
passing off over the Atlantic, and the cold 
northerly winds from the high area had al- 
ready brought the thermometer down to two 
degrees below zero at St. Paul last evening 
at 7 o’clock, and at all other cities in the up- 
per Mississippi valley and the great lake re- 
gion, temperatures were ten to twelve de- 
ywrees colder at 7 p. m. ——~ than at 7 
a. m. The cold weather will probably sweep 
over the greater portion of all the southern 
states to the east of the Mississippi today and 
tonight.

When the message from the governor had 
been received and read by the secretary 
and the reanit of the popular election 
been made known in exact shape the college 
went forward to the great work of the day, 
the election of Grover Cleveland so far as 
the state of Georgia was concerned.

As the names of the members of the col- 
lege were called they went up to the little 
basket on the secretary’s table and deposit- 
el their ballot.

Joe James wns the first 
name called, and as the “Old War Horse 
from Douglasville,” as he was called in the 
lust campaign, went forth to vote for Grover 
Cleveland, there was a smile on his face,

“Mr. Presideut,” said Joe, and a beam of 
gratification, and delight shot~from his @y es 
as he spoke, “I take great pleasure in cast- 
ing the first vote of this college for Grover 
Cleveland for president of the United States 
of America.” The applause was loud and 
long, and the smile on Joe’s face was _ still 
lingering at a late hour last night. 

Major Gary, of Augusta, came next. He 
said nothing more than “I take pleasure in 
voting for Grover Cleveland,” but it wes 
very clear that he meant it, every word. 

Llector Blecaburn’s Vote. 

Next came Blackburn; Blackburn, the 
wheelborse in times of the campaign; Black- 
burn, the lead horse in times before the 
campaign ever took shape; Blackburn, a 
Cleveland horse, always and forever. Every- 
body waited to see what Blackburn would 
have to say as he put tha* silk ticket in 
the basket. Would he pass it by without 
saying something?’ Would he simply go 
there and vote for the great champion of 
the people’s cause and let concealment, like 
au .Worm in the bud, -tell the full stery of 
his peetrene pleasure? Everybody lis- 
tened. 

“Mr. President, I take pleasure, sir, in 
casting my vote for the greatest living 
statesman,Grover Cleveland, of New York.” 

Well spoken. The applause that followed 
showed that the electors thought it was 
well spoken, coming as it did from Black- 
buru. There is not a more ardent admire? 
of Mr. Cleveland in this entire country than 
is Blackburn, of Georgia. It was clear that 
the sentiments came from his heart at that 
which was full with overflowing. 

Thus the vcting went on, from beginning 
to end. It was counted out at last that all 
the votes had gone to Cleveland and the an- 
nouncement was made by the president of 
the college, without arousing much surpris¢, 
that Grover Cleveland was the unanimous 
choice of the electoral collge of the state of 
Georgia. The full thirteen vates had been 
east for him. 

; Stevenson's Share. 

The election of General Adlai Stevenson 
was taken up and gone through with much 
in the same way, there being nothing of 
particular interest in the procedure. 

Here there was a pause in the work of 
the college and it was seen that Captain 
E. P. Howell, with some other well-known 
Georgians had entered the hall. As there 
was a sort of recess at the time some mem- 
ber moved that the floor be extended to 
Captain Howell for a speech. The motion 
Was carried and the captain, was called 
upon for a speech to the members of the 
college. He declined to talk at first, saying, 
in a very pleasant way, that he had been 
caught unawares and at a time when, as 
the. old Irish woman said,he was out of soap. 
But the members insisted and the captain 
was forced to tell one or two stories to the 
members then and there. 

Electing a Messenger. 

The next thing undertaken by the members 
of the college wus the election of a messen- 
ger to take the result of the session of the 
college to Washington. There was some lit- 
tle interest in this election. Mr. Alfred Her- 
rington placed in nomination Mr Richard 
Grubb, the well-known editor of The Da- 
rien Gazette. It was numerously seconded. 

Mr. John P. Shannon placed in nomina- 
tion the equally well-kndéWn editor of The 
Greenesboro Herald, Mr. Ed Young. The 
ballot was taken,-the name of Mr. Young 
being withdrawn before the last ballot was 
placed in the basket, and the entire thirteen 
votes going to'Mr. Grubb. 

This finished up the entire day’s business, 
so far as the work went. The members sert 
in their accounts for mileage, and drew 
their $50 each from the state treasurer. It 
was found that the entire expenses of the 
college to the state amounted to $952. The 
secretary was paid $8. In former days he 
was paid $100. It is hard work to keep the 
minutes of these colleges in sbape, and a 
resolution was offered by Mr. Blackburn 
to have the secretary paid the amount of 
$16. This was passed and he was allowed 
just twice the amount usually paid. 

The necessary documents were all placed 
in a package for the messenger to_ take 
away to Washington and to the United 
States senate.

This feeling is 
not confined to any particular locality, but 
permeates the entire state. Each locality, 
too, seems to watch ali other sections with 
a jealous eye whcu it comes to matters mil- 
itary. Atlanta has about as good a set 
of soldiers as «7 section of the state, 
and every member is thoroughly in love 
with the work. The Fourth battalion 
which is now about to be thrown imo a 
regiment, is 4h moss undisputable evidence 
of Atlanta’s enthusiastic love for the sol- 
diers.

It is said 
that the letter outlined the pian, and prem- 
ised the support of all the military boys to 
those who would support the plan, and de- 
clared that those who would not so prom- 
ise would be given the go by when election 
day came around, and the members of the 
military came out to vote. The letter from 
the military department to the candidates 
was filed away, and with that letter was 
filed the replies sent in by the various can- 
didates. 

‘These papers, if reports be true, will make 
mighty interesteing reading matter. 

Mr. Mahony Calis on Coionei Calhoun. 

Among the candidates who received one 
of the letters was Mr. Mahony, of the sec- 
ond ward, who, after perusing it, called ou 
Colonel Calhoun with whom he had a cons 
ference. Nothing is known of that confer- 
euce, except that which Mr. Mahony tells. 
He says that when he went to see Colonel 
Calhoun, the colonel asked him what he 
thought of the letter he had received about 
the armory. 

“I can make no promises now,”’ answered 
Mr. Mahony, “because I have not been 
elected. If 1 am elected I'll do what I 
think is right when I get in there. ‘That 
is all 1 can say now.” 

Mr. Mahony was not one of those who 
were elected, and since the election he has 
made no secret of the matter. He talks 
about it freely, and tells without reserve 
what the Jetter contained. | 

‘The letter notified me,’ he says, “that 
if 1 would vote for the armory appropria- 
tion I would receive the support of the 
soldier boys, but if 1 did not, I would not 
be supported by them. I called on Colonel 
Calhoun and told him I’d do what I thought 
right when I was elected. They wanted 
me to sign a paper then that I’d do so and 
so, but I refused to pledge myself in writ- 
ing to any proposition which might not be 
advisable on fuller thought.”

To the request afl the members respond- 
ed except Mr. Broyles and Mr. Harraison.

IRON BARS ALONE WILL KEEP HIM 


From Over Indulgence in Whisky—He 
Leit a Good Home and Sought a 
Cell—A Pathetic Story. 


Just after noon yesterday a gray-haired, 
wild-eyed old man, trembling and infirm, 
and, altogether, a pitiful sight to see, walk- 
ed up to the door of the county jail and 
gave a feeble knock. 

Between his shaking fingers he held a 
paper and when Jailer Corrigan opened 
the door to admit him he handed him the 
document, and motioned him to read. The 
jailer read it with a puzzled look. He 
couldn’t uhderstand it. He looked at his 
strange visitor for an explanation. 

“That's for me,” said he. “I am the one. 
It’s me that wants to get in jail.” 

“What!” exclaimed the jailer, “you are 
not crazy. This is a commitment for an in- 
sane mau.,’’ 

But the old man explained that it was for 
him. He was not crazy, but he feared that 
if he was locked up so that he could not 
get whisky to drink he would be. 

Jailer Corrigan let the man in, and, sit- 
ting by, the fire, the gray-haired man told 
the jailers why he had himself committed 
to jail. He was well dressed, and but for 
his red and whisky-inflamed features would 
have been a good looking man. His eyes 
moved restlessly about in their sockets, and 
were red and -bloodshotten. His pame was 
M. R. Fenton. 

“It’s not that I have not got any home,” 

the old man said. “I’ve got a good home, 
Which is all my own, at 224 Magnolia 
street. When I am sober I earn a good, 
comfortable living at my trade. I am a 
carpenter. I have three children, the oldest, 
a daughter, nineteen, and the others, one 
and two years younger. They all have good 
positions. Two months ago I got on a drunk 
and I have not drawn a sober breath since. 
I drank more than a quart of whisky a day, 
and was a constant bother and humiliation 
to my family. I could not stop it, try as 1 
would. I couldn’t get to work. It was no use 
to try to quit. I knew of no way to stop 
but to go to jail, where I could not get any- 
thing to drink. Six years ago, when I was on 
an extended drunk, I went to police head- 
quarters and requested them to lock me up 
until 1 got sober. 1 got gtraight in a few 
weeks’ time and remained sober for years. 
I decided to try that sort of remedy this 
time, so I went before Ordingry Calhoun 
this morning and asked him to send me to 
jail. He committed me, and here I expect 
to stay until 1 get the stuff out of my sys 
tem. 
At times Fenton’s face was the picture of 
the most agonizing suffering. The horrible 
pangs of thirst for strong drink almost 
drove him mad, but he bore it bravely. His 
condition was pitiful. He was in the very 
worst stage of the jim-jamsa. 

“Snakes and frogs,” he said, “and every 
kind of reptile and crawling thing—lI’ve 
seen them all. And I guess 1 will have a 
bad time of it before I get over it. But I. 
am determined to let it alone.” 

Dr. Gilbert is looking after the old man’s 
case, and will probably have him all rio 
in a few weeks. With his head bowed and 
his face covered in his hands old man 
Fenton spends the time, the very picture 
of misery. But he is one kind of a hero, 
and keener agony than he is enduring is 
hardly ever felt by any man.

This fact is 
doubtless the explanation of the general sta- 
bility of business and the paucity of busi- 
ness and the paucity of commercial calam- 
ities im our jimusdediate district of the 
country. 

The Atlanta National and Capital City 
banks are putting in extensive and improv- 
ed facilities and fixtures and a general at- 
mosphere of activity aud prosperity is vis- 
ible about all of our financial institutions. 

Cashier Haus :ulks. 


Cashier Jacob Haas, of the Capital City 
bank, is oue of Atlanta’s most careful aud 
observant financiers. He said: 

‘The financial outlook is pretty fair. 
We have not been affected by the recent 
currency depression in New York and 
other money centers. That was caused, 
I think, by President Harrison’s mistake 
in calling the recent silver conference in 
Berlin, which drew attention to our weak- 
ness in this country on that question. He 
meant well, but his endeavor didn’t work 
out any practical results. England, Cer- 
many and Austria are not likely to give up 
their gold standard to suit our convenience, 
for they ure not silver producing countries. 
But with us, locally here in Atlanta, money 
will be plentiful enough for all legitimate 
business needs. don't think much money 
is borrowed trom New York by our ba.ks. 
We are trading on our own resources. 
And, by tne way, there is growing activi- 
ty in real estate inquiries, not alone for cen- 
tral property, but fur suburban and resi- 
deit proverties, and all at increased prices.

Cashier Runnetts’s Views. 


Cashier Charles Runnetts, of the new 
Fidelity bank, while yet feeling the diffi- 
dence of a newcomer, 18 nevertheless an 
experienced financier and remarkably in- 
formed up°n the monetary issues of the 
times. He said: 

“I certainly think the financial outlook 
of this city and section is very favorable 
to a suflicier*y of money and ease of ac- 
commodations to our local business lines 
and enterprises. But what Atlanta needs, 
it seems to me, is more capital actively 
employed in productive enterprises. I re- 
ceive many letters asking about Atlanta— 
where it is, whether on a hill or in a hollow. 
how will a wholesale grocery business pay, 
or a retail grocery, etc.? The facts and 
resources that abound here to give Atlanta 
new population and abundant capital 
should be sent broadcast over the union. 
There is no reason why Atlanta should not 
be in reality, as well as in name, the Chi- 
cago of the south. If proper efforts are 
made among the right parties any amount 
of enterprising capital can be brought here 
for permanent employments. With the re- 
sources of this city as they are it is a shame 
that money brings the price it does. But 
I look for even better and easier times 
ahead of us. Mr. Cleveland’s financial 
policy, particularly in the matter of silver, 
will give us a better financial condition at 
home, and a better standing with foreign 
countries.” 

Cashier Richardson. 


Cashier Richardson, the shrewd and capa- 
ble young director of the ducats at the At- 
lanta Trust and Banking Company, said: 

“T think we will have ample money for all 
legitimate business needs, but not thet 
great abundance that some people imagine 
wil] come. The general idea is that Cleve- 
land s election is going to cause the moneyed 
men of the north to pour down great 
streams of money down here for use and in- 
vestment. I wasin New York and on Wall 
street some days a couple of weeks ago, 
and from what I could gather there, those 
men are not going to turn their money loose 
down here so freely as we have anticipated. 
But we will not need that they shculd do 
that, so far as our local wants go. We can 
and will supply all money needed in the reg- 
ular course of trade.”

Cashier Erwin, of the Southern Trust and 
Banking Company, while not professing any 
startling views of the fiscal policy of the 
government, nevertheless says:

It is plainly manifest that 
this country cannot buck against the whole 
gold standard world. If the silver purchase
